- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: FK, inventor on this application, called from overseas. MM told him 
she could not discuss the specifics of the case since an attorney had been appointed, but agreed to answer general 
questions. FK asked about restriction and patenting involving variants of short peptides & two peptides derived from 
different parts of the same protein. MM said that there was often a dilemma for inventors trying to get protection on 
variants, sometimes there were solutions and sometimes there were not, there was no single easy solution to offer in 
this situation. With peptides, it is difficult to predict the biological effects of any substitution, and each different structure 
requires search. If the claims are open to embedding the structure in a larger sequence, the variants may be 
embedded in products quite different from what one might expect. The amount of structural infomnation to search 
increases exponentially with time, and the PTO resources do not. PCT lack of unity rules are also different from 
restriction rules in U.S. National cases. In PCT examination, opinions are not binding on any National Office, but the 
decision in a National case is binding. Sometimes examiners will use restriction to focus more narrowly in National 
case to provide good examination under binding circumstances. 

Even though this is not a discussion of the merits of this application, MM told FK that she would put a summary of this 
conversation in the case.
